S.R.O. 13-E.—Whereas draft of the Morar Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 
1974 was published with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Defence No. S.R.O. 372, dated the 17th October, 1974 in the Gazette of India, Part II, 
Section 4 r dated the 2nd November, 1974 aa required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and suggestions from all the persons likely to be 
affected thereby till the 31st December, 1974- 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to the public on the 2nd 
November, 1974; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received from any person before the 
date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 31 of the said Act, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement— ( s l) These rules mav be called the Morar Canton¬ 
ment (Division into wards) Rules, 1975.

BOUNDARIES OF THE WARDS 

Ward No. I.—The ward Shall comprise of Lallipura, Maheshpura, Mata DimKaTura 
and Military areas known as C.TC. Lines, Field Battery Lines, 3rd and 7th Infantry Ranges 
and Battery Ranges. 

The Boundary starts from the junction of Ka(pi Road (Zorawar Marg) and Bazar Road 
and runs towards north along the eastern side ot Bazar Road upto its junction with Outer 
Circular Road. From thjs junction it turns towards north easterly direction along northern 
side of Outer Circular Road upto the junction of Cemetary Road and Battery Road. From 
this junction the boundary line proceeds further along the- northern side of the Outer 
Circular Road upto Katcha Road leading to 3rd and 7 th Infantry Ranges. From this point 
the boundary runs along the eastern side of Outer Circular Road towards south upio its 
junction ot Kalpi Road (Zorawar Marg). From this point the boundary turps towards west 
along Zorawar Marg upto Prithvi Raj Road, From this point it turns towards south along 
Prithvi Raj Road upto a distance about 200 metres. Thence it takes a north westerly curve 
enveloping the village Mata Dm-Ka-Pura and joins Kalpi Road at a distance of 100 metres 
east from the junction of Kalpi Road and Bazar Road. Thenco it goes west along Zorawar 
Marg upto its junction with Bazar Road that is to say the starting point. 

This ward also includes the 3rd and 7th Infantry and Mountain Battery Rifle Ranges 
situated towards north cast of Ward No. 1 (although not inhabitated) and are included in 
Morar Cantonment. 

Ward No. II.—The Ward shall comprise of Sahu-ka-pura, Sutar Pura, and military 
areas known as Transport Lines, Mountain Battery Lines, 3rd Lancer Lines and 3rd 
Lancer Range. 

The boundary starts from the junction of Zorawar Marg (Kalpi Road) and Outer 
Circular Road and runs along Outer Circular Road towards south upto the junction of 
road loading to Mohanpur village and from this point it turns towards south easterly 
direction and thereafter south westerly direction all along the Cantonment Boundary upto 
the south western corner of Para Centre Farm. From this point it turns towards north 
along Cantonment Boundary and joins Outer Cfrcular Road. From this point it turns 
towards east and runs along Outer Circular Road till it joins Sardar Patel Marg, From 
this point it turns towards north west and runs along Sardar Patel Marg upto its junction 
with Shivaji Marg. From this point it turns towards west and runs along Shivajl Marg upto 
the South eastern corner of village Kashipura. From (his point it turns towards north and 
runs along Shivaji Marg upto the south eastern comer of Cantonment Board school From 
this point the boundary turns towards west and runs along southern boundary wall of 
Cantonment Board school upto south western comer of village Sahudca-pura. From this 
point it turns towards north and runs straight enveloping villago Sahu-ka-pura and Sutam 
ka-pura till it joins Singhpur Road. From this point the boundary runs towards east along 
Singhpur road upto the tri-junction of Maharana Pratap M-arg, Sardar Patel Marg and 
Singhpur Rond. From this point the boundary runs towards north east and then north 
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along Maharana Pratap Marg till it joins Zorawar Mare. From this point it turns towards 
east and runs along Zorawar Marg till it meets Outer Circular Road, that is to say, the 
starting point. 

This ward "also includes the 3rd Lancer Rifle Range situated towards south east of Ward 
II (although not inhabitated) and is included in Morar Cantonment. 

Ward No, III, —-The ward shall comprise of Bungalow No. 8 and part of village Tikonia 
lying north west of Kateha Road* which divides the village. 

The boundary starts from the north western corner of Bungalow No. 8 on Prithvi Raj 
Marg and runs towards east along Link Road upto Kateha Road,. From this point it turns 
towards south west and runs along Kateha Road passing through village Tikonia and joins 
Prithvi Raj Marg. From this point it turns towards north westernly direction along Prithvi 
Raj Marg upto the north western corner of Bungalow No. 8, that is to say, the starting 
point. 

Ward No. IV. —The ward shall comprise ot Bungalow No. 4* Bungalow No. /, canton¬ 
ment Board Office and Surya Ka Pura, Parsadi Ka Pufa, Bansipura, Hardev Singh Ki Tal, 
part of Tikonia village lying south e'ast of Kateha Road which divides village Tikonia and 
Military areas known as Hathi Khana and Military Engineering Service Yards. 

The boundary starts from the junction of Bazar Road and Subhash Marg and runs 
towards east along Subhash Marg upto its junction with Prithvi Raj Marg, From this 
point it turns towards north along the Prithvi Raj Marg upto its junction with Zorawar 
Marg. From this point it turns towards east along Zorawar Marg upto its junction with 
Maharana Pratap Marg. From this point it turns towards south westernly direction 
and proceeds along Maharana Pratap Marg upto the tr [junction of Sardar Pafel Marg, 
Singhpur Ro'ad and Maharana Pratap Marg. From this Point it turns towards west and 
runs along Singhpur Road where it meets Prithvi Raj Marg. From this point it turn* 
towards north western direction and proceeds along Prithvi Raj Marg, till it meets the 
Kateha Road junction on Prithvi Raj Marg. From this point ^ it turns towards north 

easternly direction and proceeds along Kateha Road, which divides village Tikonia. till 
it joins the Link Road. From this point it turns towards west and proceeds along Link 
Road where it meets Prithvi Raj Marg. From this poim it turns towards north and 

proceeds along Prithvi Raj Marg to th^ south east corner of Cantonment Board Office. 
From this point it turns towards west and runs alone southern boundary of Cantonment 
Board Office, Bungalow No. 4 ‘and Bungalow No 7 till it joins Bazar Road at the 
south west corner of Bungalow No. 7. From this point it turns towards north and 

proceeds along Bazar Road till it joins the Subhash M‘arg, that is to say the starting 

point. 

Ward No. V. —The ward shall comprise of Nimbuapura and Kachipura. The boundary 
starts from the south western comer of Sahu Ka Pura and it proceeds towards north 
and runs straight till it joins Singhpur Road—near north eastern corner of Nimbuapura, 
From this point it turns towards west and rims along Singhpur Road upto the old Can¬ 
tonment Magistrate’s Court. From this point it turns towards south and runs along 
Cantonment Boundary upto Kateha Path crossing at the south west corner of KachipuAa. 
From this point it turns towards east and proceeds in a straight line where it meets the 
south west corner of village Sahu Ka Pura, that is to say* the starting point. 

Ward No. VI. —The ward shall comprise of Mndhopura, Ghosipura, Kashipura and 
Military area known as 4th Infantry Lines, Parade Ground. 

The boundary starts from the junction of Sa^dar Patel Maig and Shiv*aji Marg. It 
runs towards west along Shivaji Mam upto the south eastern boundary of village Kashi- 
ptifa. From this point it turns towards north and runs along Shivaji Marg upto the south 
eastern corner of Cantonment Board School From this point the boundary turns toward* 
West and proceeds in the Tine of southern boundm y of Cantonment Board School and 
village Sahn Ka Pura till it meets Jh'ansi Road. From Ibis point it turns towards north 
and proceeds along Jhansi Road upto the south eastern corner of Arva Nagar. From 
this point it turns towards west and proceeds 'along Cantonment Boundary upto Gandhi 
Road. From this point it proceeds in a south wcst-rnlv direction alongside the Morar 
River upto the south western corner of the Cantonment limit From this point it turns 
towards cast along Cantonment Boundary 'and me^u Out^r Circular Road at Thansi Road 
junction. From this point it runs along Outer Circular Road till it m^ets Sardar Patel 
Mare junction From this junction the bound'arv turns towards north and rims along 
Sardar Patel Marg upto th^ junction of Shivaji Mare, that is to say, the starting point.
